LONDON, July 17.—-The MacDon 
ald Government scored a victory ir 
the House of Commons when a Con- 
servative vote of censure moved by 
former Premier Stanley Baldwin was 
defeated 312 to 241. The vote was 
based on the Labor Government's al- 
lezed failure to provide safeguarding 


The former Conservative Premier 
sprung a sensation when in the midst 
of a debate on the Egyptian situation 
he challenged the government on the 
t issue and Philip Snow- 
Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, retorted that the Govern- 
ment would be no party to imposition 
of food taxes on raw materials or pro- 
tective duties. The vote was the up- 
shot 

From the moment that Right Hon 
David Lioyd George, the veteran 
leader of the Liberals, termed the 
Baldwin motion, “the most extraor- 
dinary and inexplicable proposal of 
censure’ he had ever heard, the mo- 
tion was doomed. Mr, Lloyd George 
found “extraordinary” the fact that 
Mr. Baldwin reproached the govern- 
ment for not considering duties on 
foreign foodstuffs while Mr. Baldwin 
himself, said Mr. Lloyd George, had 
refused to consider such taxes with- 
out reference to the people.

The public will be equally gratified 
to know that the year’s operations came 
out with so large a balance on the right 
side of the account, and that the reduc- 
tion from the previous year’s surplus 
was not due to any heavy shrinkage in 
Income, There is proof in this that 
business conditions in Alberta are a long 
way from being really adverse, for gov- 
ernment revenues suffer in proportion 
when shortened production or unsatis- 
factory trade returns cut down the abil- 
ity of the taxpayers to pay. 

What this showing means, inter- 
preted in terms of general conditions, is 
that Albertans are paying their taxes 
pretty much as usual, that they are tak- 
ing out motor licenses, buying gasoline 
and liquor, attending places of amuse- 
ment, and carrying on at a scale that 
would not be possible if any great per- 


~ 


centage of them were suffering destitu- 
tion or even feeling severely the effects 
of the emisting world-wide depression. 

This depression is a fact, and 
the residents of this and all other pro- 
vinces afe experiencing the reactions 
from it, as they must. But there is no 
country in the world where these reac- 
tions have produced less actual want 
than in Canada, and the financial state- 
ment shows that there is no province in 
Canada where luxury-spending has 
stood the strain better than in Alberta, 
since it is from this spending that the 
Government draws a heavy proportion 
of its revenue.

WINNIPEG, July 17. —The cities of 
Winnipeg and St. Boniface propose t 
group themselves an effort to al 
leviate the unemployment problem 
under Premier Mackenzie King's dol- 
lar-for-dojiar scheme. Decision to 
start at once on ‘h. rebuilding of two 
bridges as relief “ork for the jobless 
was reached at a conference Wednes- 
day of civic officials of the two cities 

Tentatively, it is sucgested that the 
Dominion government, in line with 
Premier King’s promise that the 
treasury will expend an equal amount 
with provinces seeking >» relieve un- 
employment, be asked to pay 50 per 
cent of the total expended on the 
work The Manitoba government 
would be asked to meet 25 per cent of 
the cost, with the municipalities put- 
ting up the remaining 25 per cent, 

While the general view of delegates 
to the municipal conference is that 
work on the two bridges, entailing an 
outlay of something more than one 
million dollars, shoi.ld be started at 
once, a gigantic collective scheme of 
public works appreximating a cost of

OTTAWA, July 17.—The civil service of Canada which 
includes about 45,000 in its personnel from stenographers to 
scientists, errand boys to engineers, has been reduced in 
number during the regime of the present government by 
lopping off incompetents, but these now in the service are 
getting higher salaries than ever before. 

In 1912 when a Conservative government was in power, 
there were 20,016 employees whose average salaries were 
$76.75. These included such people as the famous proof 
readers on the printing bureau staff who arrived at the 
building twice a month for their pay checks. There were 
English proof readers who could only speak and read French 
and English proof readers on the bilingual list who had not 
a word of French.

To such women as there money 
is advanced by the society to allow 
them and their families to be re- 
united with the husbands. This is 
now being stressed rather than the 
endeavor to bring out British girls and 
have them find employment in Can- 
ada, be they ever so capable of doing 
good work. The few who are brought 
out are well trained domestics, she 
Stated. 

A less sincere attitude to public 
affairs amo Canadian than Eng- 
lish women had been her impres- 
sion while over here, Mrs. Broadhurst 
admitted when asked her ideas on the 
women she had encountered in this 
country.
